More Knowledge Needed 


One of the most interesting, 
though disconcerting, features of the 
behaviour of annual weeds is the 
ability of their seeds to remain 
dormant in the soil. We sow oats 
and buckwheat without the slightest 
fear that they will persist as weeds; 
yet wild oats and tartarian buck- 
wheat rank among the very worst. 


Most of us were taught at school 
that all a sced needed in order to 
begin germination was moisture, 
warmth and air, Unfortunately, we 
can provide just the right condi- 
tions, so far as these factors are 
concerned, and yet too often nothing 
happens. 4What farmer in the 
Prairie Provinces has not, occasion- 
ally, had more weeds in his fallow 
crop than in the second crop after 
fallow. 


Some light, though not enough, 
was thrown on this problem in a 
paper prepared for a recent meeting 
of The Western Canadian Society of 
Agronomy by Mr, N. G. Lewis, 
Plant Products Division, Calgary, 
Alberta. e 

The results of experiments con- 
ducted by Mr. Lewis show that some 
of our common weed seeds require 
a period of drying before they will 
germinate. He states: “Drought has 
the general effect of making dormant 
seeds germinable and the process 
may be-hastened in direct sunlight.” 

This has an important bearing on 
the question of after harvest tillage. 
If we bury some of these seeds 
before the required ‘drought’ 
period is complete, they may remain 
dormant for years, and germinate 
when they can do most damage— 
not intentionally, of course! 

We still know too little abaut 
weeds, and farmers should predé 
more research. @ ines

‘This will en- 
title the ration book holder to five 
pounds of sugar, in addition to his 
regular supply.

Colder Winters } 


Government Astronomer Says Sun 
Spots Are Affecting The

Weather experts at the Dominion 
experimental farm took a long look 
at their maps. and charts and then 
agreed more or less that this winter 
will be cold—colder at least than last. 

Dr. R. 8S. DeLury, government as- 
tronomer, blames it on sun_ spots. 
While emphasizing that nothing was 
ever certain about the weather, he 
thecrized that increased cloudiness in- 
duced by sun spots should mean in- 
creasingly cold winters for the next 
four or five years until solar disturb- 
ances enter a new phase,

Munro reveals the postponement 
for the first time in his chapter on 
the Aug. 19, 1942, Dieppe attack, 
during which he was on or close to 
the erupting beaches for eight hours. 
Men from the 2n/1 Canadian Division 
were ready for the raid July 4, but 
tide and weather conditions had to 
be right. There were postponements, 
and July 7 was the last cay on which 
the raid could take place. The heart- 
breaking news of the cancellation 
came in mid-morning, and Munro 
wrote in his diary that he had never 
been more depressed. 

Six weeks later the same troops 
were sent on the raid, “a sudden 
decision dictated by the necessities of 
the North African landing which was 
being planned at the time and sched- 
uled for early November.” In the 
August raid, Commando troops were! 
assigned the tasks that paratroops 
were given in July, eliminating the 
need for such perfect weather ccndi- 
tions, 

Munro re-teils the story of the Aug. 
19 raid which cost Canada such a 
heavy toll of lives, and makes a de- 
tailed appreciation of its purpose and 
its influence on the future course of 
the war. “There seem to have been 
two purposes,” he writes. ‘The first 
was linked intimately with the North 
African landings, which were made 
the following November. The second 
was part of the main Second Front 
planning, which was being started 
even at that early date.” 

The CP war correspondent also 
writes of the men and the operations 
he saw at Spitzbergen, North Africa, 
Sicily, Italy, France, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Germany, as the only re- 
porter who was with the army from 
“Gauntlet” to “Overlord’—the code 
names given to the Spitzbergen oper- 
ation in 1941, and the west front 
campaign. 

Through chapters replete with de- 
tails and background, which even his 
many hundred news stories from the 
front could not provide in full, Munro 
takes the army from its formative 
days in southern England to its 
mighty climax as a partner in the 
allied victory team in Germany. 

The “fundamental reason” for Gen. 
A. G. L. McNaughton’s retirement 
from the Army command at the end 
of 1943, was conflict between the 
general and members of the cabinet 
over the question of splitting the 
Army, Munro says. Gen, McNaugh- 
ton’s retirement was concerned with 
his desire to keep the Army together 
as an entity for the west front cam- 
paign, and his opposition to the dis- 
patch to the Mediterranean of the 1st 
Canadian Corps. 

It was intended originally to bring 
the 1st Division back from Italy in 
the fall of 1943, but instead the 
Canadian force there was increased 
to corps strength, “The Army com- 
mander was at variance with this 
plan,” Munro relates. He opposed it 
and was overruled. In the fall of 1943, 
the Army commander, whose health 
was never very robust, took ill and 
at Christmas it was announced that 
he was leaving his army command 
because of ill-health. 

Munro says that Gen. McNaughton 
and the then defence minister, Col. 
J. L, Ralston, ‘clashed practically | 
every time they met. The climax came 
when it was decided to send the 1st 
Corps to Italy. Then the differences | 
between the two burst wide open.” 

Referring to rumors, current at the 
time, that a d'spute between Mc- 
Naughton and Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery led to the Canadian com- 
mander's retirement, Munro says that 
|while it is true the generals never 
saw eye to eye, “there was no con- 
vincing evidence that Montgomery 
had anything to do with McNaugh- 
ton's retirement.” 

Munro tells of “subtle criticism” of | 
McNaughton which developed out of 
the conduct of the 2nd Canadian 
Corps on an exercise eight months 
before the retirement, Although the} 
Corps was comparatively new and did | 
not have all its equipment, harsh | 
comments on the general's tactics 
; appeared in the official report of the | 
manceuvre and were distributed to 
various headquarters, 

“General McNaughton's prestige 
was damaged and his standing in the 
| War Office and in Whitehall suffered,” 
|writes Munro. “This probably was a 
contributing factor to his retire- 
ment,”

The Canadian Bankers’ Associatioy 
declared at the annual meeting of 
the Assoviation. 

Despite the toll of war, the Can- 
adian people stand on tive threshold 
of peace with $6,763 millions more 
money than they ever had before, 
This has piled up since 1989—$1,13),. 
000,000 representing an increase in 
savings deposits in the chartered 
banks; $241,500,000 in war savings 
certificates; $4,608,-100,000 in indi: 
vidual savings invested in Victory 
Bonds, aud $783,000,000 of extra 
cash lying in men’s pockets women’s 
purses and the tills of business. 

This great volume of money, Mr 
Wedd said, carries with it definiie 
risks and dangers, as well as definite 
advantage, but “if Canadians will 
look at their savings, realize their 
strength, aud move with confidence, 
their future prosperity upon a sound 
and ordered basis lies in their own 
hands.” {Without national common 
sense, he added, Canadians  couid 
impoverish themselves in a disas- 
trous inflationary spiral.

Some 
Canadian mills and all British mills 
are now producing flour which hay 
retained in it some of these nutrients 
with out the bran The white flour 
thus produced in Canada is called 
“Canada Aproved flour” and is an 
indication of the nutritionally im-

In buying bread, therefore, the fol- 
lowing facts should be kept in mind: 
Brown bread is not necesarily a whole 
wheat bread Its .color may ibe due 
only partly or wholly, to the addition 
of molasses or a bit of bran 
no government control over bread 
labelled “Whole Wheat Bread” to 
guarantee that the bread 
whole wheat.

ernment bonds, a bank’s return on its 
entire portfolio of government obliga- 
tions average little more than one 
and a half percent, because it con- 
sists in the main of short term bonds, 
treasury bills and Dominion of Can:

The 1944 revision of the Bank Act 
reduced the par value of bank shares 
from $100 to $10 a share, in an at- 
tempt to briyg about a wider diffu- 
sion of ownership of the chartered 
basks In the year sinee this change 
was made there has been an increase 
of 1,442 in the number of persona 
holding bank shares. ‘This, Mr. Wedd 
said “is a desirable trend which we 
hope will continue The grater the ex- 
tent to which Canadians participate 
in the ownershp of their banks the 
more widely will Canadian banking be 
understood and approved.” 

“During the war’, Mr Wedd von- 
cluded, “the banks of Canada have 
endeavored to do their share. The 
range and efficiency of the services 
performed—both those which yield 
revenue and those rendered gratis--- 
are matters in which ‘we can take 
pride, especially taking into accoun: 
our expanded duties, expanded pay- 
rolls, and expanded tax bills. Both 
now and throughout the postwar per- 


iod the banks will be found keen antl | 


ready to meet the needs and emerg- 
encies of peace as ably as they met 
and served the nation’s urgent de 


mands in war.”
